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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . In the last office action dated 8/19/2008, this application was rejected based on 
double patenting with pending application 10541253. In another office action dated 
4/3/2008, this application was rejected based on double patenting with the allowed 
application of 10541252. The applicant in both cases filed terminal disclaimer. The 
terminal disclaimers are approved and therefore the double patenting rejection is 
withdrawn. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 101 

2. The rejection of the claims 11, 16-20 is withdrawn. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 1-25 are allowed.
